subject must. soon be made. Under the’ 
convention signed at Peking in 1898, the 
Emperor of China agrecd to’ lease to his 
Majesty’s Government “ Weihaiwei, in the 
province of Shantung, and the “adjacent 
waters for so long a period as Port Arthur 
shall remain in the occupation of Russia.” 
The occupation of Port Arthur by Russia 
has long been at‘an end, and unless, as 
is reported to be the case, some pew 
arrangement has been entered into ,by the 
British Government with China, our occupa: 
tion of Weihai. should have come to an end 
as well, Shortly after the fall of the northern 
stronghold it was announced that the (Vai- 
wupu had notified’ the British Minister at 
Peking that Weihaiwei should be restored 
to China, Sir Ernest Satow, who is an 
aggressive defender of our possessions and 
prestige in the Far East, would probably 
favour the extension of the settlement as a 
naval base ; while there is not much doubt 
that Japan would ‘strengthen his bands in 
proposing the retension of the position. 
Be that as it may, there is no disguising 
the fact that events have fordibly shown 
how fatuous has been the policy of the 
home Government in the matter. When 
the Unionist Government secured Weihai, 
Cabinet Ministers went into cestacies 
over their own diplomatic astuteness.. 
If Russia, it was argued, had laid her 
hand on Port Arthur, we had got a (firm 
grip of a valuable tetritory which was to be- 
come the Gibraltar of the Far’ East. But 
while Port Arthur developed into an almost 
impregnable fortress, Weihai. has been con- 
verted into a health ‘resort, and ‘politi- 
cians who, in 1898, boasted of its great 
strategical value, were, within three or four 
yeas, sagely dilating on its balmy climate 
and hygienic surroundings. The . story. of 
our northern sanatorium is indeed a record 
of almost unparalleled fatuity, Early in the 
Session of 1898 Mr. Balfour, referring to the 
leased territory, declared; “1 think itis of 
great value, diplomatically; that it is of 


‘immense value as a.naval base, and not 


merely in-naval warfare, but also in military 
operations by land, should such, unhappily, 
become necessary in the future.” The cat, 
however, soon emerged from the bag ; for, 
carly in the following Session the Govern- 
ment were requisitioned as to why, if Wei- 
haiwei was going to be strongly lortified, only 
some £9,000 appeared an the Estimates on 
account of *works, and, in feplying Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain (then Civil Lord of the 
Admiralty) gave a glimpse of what was soon 
to become clearly apparent by hinting at its 
value as a sanatorium. “In 190% the present 
Chancellor of the Exchequer intimated in 
the House that in future the Colonial Office 
and not the Admirally would be the depart. 
ment concerned with Weihaiwei, and early in 
1902 Mr. Arnold-Forster announced that it 
had been decided on strategic grounds. not 
to fortify ‘the place. Mr. Bryce then asked 
the Secretary of the Admiralty whether do- 
cuments indicating how this decision had 


tet been arrived at would be-submitted, No, 


‘sir,” was the reply,“ The; decision. of the’ 


Government, so far as the Admiralty was 
concerned, was based on geheral knowledge 
Of the position and capabilities of the . place 
for the purpose for which it’ was required.”

Ut need hardly be 
raid that the future hero of his country passed 
every examination with perfect, precision ; yet, 
strange te say, after graduating with the highest 


‘honours, he could find no better employment 


than assistant in a humble’ printing office, at 
wages which appear to us simply jaughuble— 
something underten shillings a week! | 

But even in those days of obscurity Shi- 
mose’s restless ‘spirit was casting about for 
optnings (or his ability.” He was wondering 
what destiny had mapped out for him, and 
had, moreover, a craze for “ bettering himself” 
that would have done credit to a conscientious 
City clerk. He’ became so skilful. in the 
pritting office, that it suddenly occurred to him 
he might get employment from the Govern. 
ment in this way, and at length, afer many 
demonstrations of his ability, he was given, on 
trial, a somewhat responsible fosition in the 
Government Printing Works in Tokio. 

It was at this singe of his career that Shi- 


smose’.turned -his-(houghts to-invention, and 


naturally enaugh, he began operations in con-: 
nection. with his:awa employment, After many 
experiments he succeeded in producing the 
curiousiink which is now used in Japan for 
bank notes and paper money gencially, and 
which rendgts forgery and alteration practical- 
ly impossible; The secret, like all Jnpanese 
seciets, was 0 well kept that the productions 
of the very, ables counterfeiters were instantly 
detected, * net ‘ 

At was while employed in the Gavernment 
Printing Works that’ Shimose turned his'a(ten- 
lion to naval and. military implements of all 
kinds, offensive and defensive. He was brought 
into contact wilh fluval and military officers, 
both foreign and native, ond began to discuss 
eagerly with them the con ponents of the vari- 
ous high explosives used throughout the world. 

BEST NOT GOOD ENOUGH. 


He soon’ saw that most of the smokeless 
powders of the world—and, indeed, also the 
Japanese service powder in .use at that time, 
ind known as “men kayaku " had very serious 
defects, The “men kayaku'had been adopt- 
ed by.the Japanese Government os a kind of 
compromise, and it certainly possessed the 
best qualities and fewest defects of all the 
service powders cf Great Britain, France, Ger- 
tmaony,and Fussia. Unfortunalely, when dry 
the slightest conctisslon was apt to sec it off, 
and it wasfound absolutely necessary by the 
then War C emist of Japan toadd at least 20 
per cent, of moisture to it, if it were to be con- 
sidered at nil safe - ‘ 

But, like atl high explosives, the stuff was 
extremely capricious and delicate, and the, 
slightest excess of moisture caused it to become 
‘entirely non-explosive, * It wasalso very deli. 
cale to keep, and in a year would dry up com: 
pleiely. In some respects the “men ‘kayaku” 
resembled the American “geraltine,” which is 
tremendous in powder, put is apt to get frozen 
in very cold weather, and this fact has b ought. 
about very terrible tragedies ‘in mines and 
elsewhere, : : 

After a time Japan grew extremely dissatis- 
fied with her service powder, and began to 
make inguiries about the American 'moshlite,” 
the French “melinite,” and the “ hoplit” of 
Germany, Dr. Shimose one.day sesolyed 
to devote himself entirely to the production of 
a new powder which should be as pérfect as it 
was tare 4 possible to make it. He would, 
he said to himself, devote years to the work 
if necessary. ‘ : 2S 7 

To the writer, who met him recently in 
Sasebo; the great naval arsenal of Japan, the 
doctor declared modestly that he had spent “a 
little over eleven years” in producing the: 
terrible explosive which now bears his name. 
He is an exceedingly modest fittle mao, this 
War Chemist of Japan ; and not from himself, 
‘but from high Government officials, was J able: 
to learn that he was in the habit of spending 
entire days and nights in his laboratory, work- 
ing year after year upon his powder.
